Lexington, Ky. , Jnlv 3I.— Democrats 
in Central Kentucky who are making a 
determined effort to wreat the control of 
the party from the Frankfort machine 
are much delighted at the newa from 
the Southern and Western parts of the 
State of McCreary's strength and the 
intense opposition to the whole Beck- 
ham regime. 

While the reports from those sections 
are to the effect that the Beckham crowd 
it everywhere on the run, Ihe opposition 
sentiment cannot possibly be stronger 
there than it is in Central and Eastern 
Kentucky.
